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Jamie A. and Jock B, -were born 
in Scotland. They came to Ameri- 
ca with their parents when mere 
lads, but grew to manhood in dif- 
ferent localities. Jamie was a 
jaborer working in a grain ele- 
vator. He was converted while 
young and became an earnest 
Christian and personal worker. He 
had what might be called a “sanc- 
tified pocket,” that is, a pocket 
set apart for the one purpose of 
containing gospel tracts. These he 
often gave to farmers and others 
who came to the elevator to sell 
or buy grain and feed. Whenever 
opportunity afforded, he always 
had a good word for his Master, 
the Lord Jesus. 

' Jock was prosperous and soon 
acquired a sufficiency of this 
world’s goods, He then retired 
from active business life to live 
in the town where Jamie lived and 
worked. Not wishing to be idle, 
Jock kept some flocks of fine 
poultry. This required that he call 
at the elevator frequently for feed. 
There he became acquainted with 
his fellow countryman; and, be- 
cause few Scotch folk were in the 
locality, a warm. friendship de- 
veloped. They had frequent talks, 
in which Jamie gave expression 
to his “full assurance of faith” 
(Heb. 10:22). 

One day Jock said to Jamie, “TI 
have been taking note of your talk 
much of late. You seem to have 
entire confidence when speaking 
of the future life. I cannot do it. 
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There seems to be a vast differ- 
ence between us which I cannot 
understand. 


“IT have noticed that—unlike 
others—you never mention your 
good works, your feelings, or your 
religion as the basis of your con- 
fidence, but you always quote 
a Scripture as the reason for your 
assurance.

Jamie replied, “Sorry, Jock, but 
I have an appointment this eve- 
ning in the country.

God’s Word says, ‘Now is the ac- 
cepted time, behold, now is the 
day of salvation’ (II Cor. 6:2). 
Let us do this: take this paper 
and write down some references 
which I will give you. While I 
am in the country: tonight, read 
these Scriptures carefully. If 
there is a warning in them, take it 
as meant for yourself, If a pre- 
cious promise, comply with the 
conditions laid down, and claim it 
as your own. Put yourself into 
each verse, and before you have 
finished pondering them, you may

The Bible describes this trans- 
lation of the church from earth 
to Heaven as one of the events 
connected with the return of Christ 
and the end of the age. The dead 
shall be raised, the living believ- 
ers changed, and in bodies im- 
mortal they “shall be caught up to- 
gether... to meet the Lord in the 
air’ (I Thess, 4:17).

29. Several years ago the editor 
felt profoundly impressed with the 
command of Jesus, “Judge not.” 
With Matthew 7:1-5 and Luke 6:- 
36, 37, as a basis, he wrote an 
article. Many letters show that 
the article did much good. Some 
confessed the sin and asked God to 
help them forsake it. Others who 
were guilty made excuses and in- 
sisted they were still able to-judge 
other’s hearts correctly by their 
lives: Still others inquired about 
further details, asked questions. 

Here again we print those Scrip- 
tures, giving the command of Je- 
sus to “Judge not.”

A kindly and greatly appreciated 
letter from a Christian brother 
gives a viewpoint that is too widely 
held by good people, I am con- 
vinced. I will give’ you here a 
large part of his letter:

and have been reading your litera- 
ture and your paper. You have 
an excellent paper and I am glad 
to see that you are not afraid 
to tackle controversial subjects. 
It reatly brings one’s mind into 
action to read your articles and 
shakes one out of his spiritual 
lethargy.

Of course 
your main contention is correct 
and I do not see how any one can 
dispute it.

What do 
you say? There are many true 
saints who are suffering actual 
persecution from unsaved hypo- 
crites in the church. The first 
reference I give shows that these 
hypocrites are so _ self-deceived 
that they really believe they are 
bound for Heaven. The person of 
spiritual discernment knows they 
are lost and of.course you believe 
they should be warned or you 
would not be an evangelist. What 
I want to bring out is this: Al- 
though you have a message for 
those who are guilty of sinful 
judging, you are putting a club 
in the hands of hypocrites to in- 
jure the true saints who may have 
a Bible warrent for judging and 
warning the sinner, The hypocrite 
will gloat Over your article unless 
you bring out the other aspect, I 
am afraid. The apostles surely 
judged and teach the child of God 
indwelt by the Holy Spirit is the 
only one who is really qualified to 
judge.” 


That is a forthright, intelligent, 
and brotherly letter, and I have 
answered it prayerfully. I believe 
the letter and answer are of gen- 
eral interest and I give my answer 
here to help stop this wicked 
practice that has grown up among 
Christians, of saying that they can 
tell whether one is saved or not 


by observing life, doctrine, and 
separation. 
Dear Brother__ ~~~ : 


Thank you for your kindly and 
thoughtful letter concerning arti- 
cles in THE SWORD OF THE LORD on 
“Judge Not!” I am grateful for 
intelligent and friendly readers, 
like yourself. Yet I feel a special 
need for re-emphasizing the com- 
mand of God against judging. 

My article called attention to 
the clear teaching that Christians 
may judge whether one is a false 
teacher, that is, may judge doc- 
trine by the Bible. That is the clear 
teaching of Jesus in Matthew 7:- 
15 to 20. I fear you did not care- 
fully enough digest that part of 
the article. Jesus said: 


“Beware of false prophets, which come 
to you in sheep's clothing, but inwardly 
they are ravening wolves. Ye shall know 
them by their fruits.”—Matt. 7:15, 16. 


Then verse 20 below says again 
about these same false prophets, 
false teachers, leaders of false 
cults: 


“Wherefore by their fruits ye shall know 
them.” 


I quote from a letter received 
a few days ago from an alumnus 
of Bob Jones University: “We were 
proud of the school while we were 
there, but we are prouder still 
now that we are able to effectively 
apply that which we learned at 
Bob Jones University ....

That is, you will thus know a 
false teacher by his doctrine. 

That could not be plainer, I 
think, In the first verse of the 
same chapter, Jesus expressly says 
to us, “Judge not, that ye be not 
judged,” and calls one a hypocrite 
who does! No one is permitted 
to judge of another’s heart. You 
simply cannot do it accurately 
and are forbidden to attempt it. 
If you do judge others, as to 
whether they are saved or not, 
judge the hearts, motives, etc., you 
are called a hypocrite and are 
warned that you will suffer the 
same judgment. DON’T DO IT! 
But about doctrine you can judge. 
You cannot tell about Mary Bak- 
er Eddy’s heart, but you can cer- 
tainly tell about her doctrine. You 
do not know whether she was a 
Christian, but it’s certain she was 
a false prophet. 


The distinction is made by Je- 
sus, not me. Judge people’s doc- 
trine, yes, but do not judge them. 
To do so is a sin, 


Likewise, Christians may judge 
people’s lives and works. If a man 
gets drunk, you know that is 
wrong. You do not know why the 
man got drunk, nor how sorry he 
is, nor whether he is saved. But if 
he persists in such conduct, you 
are commanded to avoid him, the 
church is to withdraw fellowship 
with him as was commanded a- 
bout the fornicator of First Corin- 
thians, chapter five. Or Christians 
may judge between two brethren 
as to which is right in a differ- 
ence, to arbitrate the matter, as 
commanded in First Corinthians 
6:1-8. You may judge works and 
lives, but not people, that is, not 
the hearts, not motives, and never 
whether one is saved or not. 


Peter never said whether Ana- 
nias and Sapphira were saved or 
not. I think they were; certainly 
the Bible does not deny it. Peter 
and John did not say that Simon 
was unsaved, in Acts 8:19-24. I 
think he was truly saved. Verse 
13 says he “believed also.” If the 
others were saved who believed, so 
was Simon, But he was still un- 
der the yoke of superstition, his 
desires were not ‘right. The way 
they knéw his desire was not right 
was that he himself told what 
it was—not that they were smart 
enough to guess it. 


Not a single Scripture ever gives} 
you the right to judge any one 
as to heart and motive or wheth- 
er they are saved. 


That there are unsaved people 
in the churches I have not a doubt. 
The Bible expressly teaches that 
there would be. The parable of the 
tares and of the net in Matthew 
13, the parable of the wedding in 
Matthew 22, and the parable of 
the ten virgins in Matthew 25 
clearly are intended to show that 
many claim to be saved, or expect 
to reach Heaven, who have false 
hopes and are lost. But we are 
expressly taught that we are not 
to judge which are tares and 
which are wheat, lest we root up 
the wheat also, thinking it tares 
(Matt. 13:29, 30). YOU DO NOT 
KNOW WHO IS SAVED AND 
WHO IS LOST. TO DARE SAY 
YOU DO IS A SIN, violating the 
plain command of Christ. 


You say, “Harsh, rash, and un- 
christian judgment is sin.” But 
that is not what Jesus said. He 
did not say, “Judge not harshly,” 
or “Judge not rashly.” He said, 
simply, plainly, emphatically, 
“JUDGE NOT.” Judgment of oth- 
ers by a nice, fundamentalist, 
prayerful, tithing, mild-mannered, 
religious Pharisee is still judging, 
and is still forbidden. Judging 
mildly, judging wisely, judging 


kindly, is still judging, and is as

Peter's Great Confession 


John R,. Rice 
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vealed it unto thee, but my Father 
which is in heaven. 
—Matt. 16:13-17 


“Coasts” (vs. 13) means borders. 
Caesarea Philippi was a town some 
twenty-five or thirty miles north 
of the Sea of Galilee. Remember 
that thus far this ministry of Je- 
sus was all in a small territory 
around the Sea of Galilee. 

The question of Jesus (vs. 13) 
was not because He did not know 
what men said, but rather, evident- 
ly, to test the disciples. Herod, 
particularly, thought that Jesus 
was John the Baptist risen from 
the dead because of Herod’s own 
guilty conscience (Matt. 14:2). 
John and Jesus had preached the 
same theme, “Repent ye: for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand” 
(Matt. 3:2; 4:17). Likewise both 
had disciples baptized. Many were 
expecting Elias (Elijah) to return 
to the earth (Matt. 27:47-49; 
John 1:21). This expectation was 
based on the plain statement of 
the prophecy in Malachi 4:5, 6. 
Elijah will come again, evidently 
just before the day of the Lord, 
in the Great Tribulation period. 
It is thought he will probably be 


one of the two witnesses: mention- 
ed in Revelation. 11:3.. Practically 
all admitted that Jesus was 4a 
Prophet. Most did not believe He 
was the Saviour, the Son of Ged» 

“But whom say ye that I am?” 
Jesus asked, The answer of Peter 
in verse 16 pleased Jesus greatly. 
Jesus’ words, “Blessed art thou,” 
do not mean, “Peter, you will be 
rewarded for this staternment,” but 
rather they mean, “You have al- 
ready been blessed in having this 
revelation made to you.” Jesus 
had not yet died on the cross nor 
risen from the dead, and the posi- 
tive conviction which Peter had 
was not the result of his own wis- 
dom nor of his weighing the evi- 
dences, but rather a_ revelation 
from God. We must remember that 
we now have much more evidence 
that Christ is the Son of God than 
people then had. The evidence of 
His resurrection from the dead 
as given by Paul in I Corinthians 
15:1-8 is irresistable. All the 
evidence has been checked and re- 
checked repeatedly and the pass- 
ing centuries continue to prove 
that Christ is all He claimed to 
be—the fulfillment of prophecies, 
the theme of the Bible, the Son 
of God, the Saviour of the world. 
The evidence is overwheiming. But 
still it is true that the trusting 
conviction that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God, is given by the 
Lord Himself (see I John 5:1). 
No man can come to Christ except 
the Father draw him (John 6:44. 
See also John 6:37a). Preachers 
and Christian workers need to 
realize that there must be a super- 
natural work in the heart of a 
sinner. Conviction is a work of 
the Holy Spirit, as truly as con- 
version is. God may allow us to 
be used in bringing this conviction

and decision, but regeneration is 
'a supernatural event: The unaided 
natural mind that is at enmity 
with God (Rom, 8:7; I Cor: 2:14) 
cannot understand the things of 
God, cannot be trusted to be con- 
vinced by the evidence, however 
strong, that Jesus is the Christ, 
However, each person is given 
‘more light than he follows. In- 
fidels and atheists are often very 
brainy and intelligent men who 
‘become fools on this matter. Pride 
fand other sins often make it so 
that God turns them over to a 
reprobate mind that they may be- 
lieve a lie and be damned (Rom, 
1:28; IL Thess. 2:10-12). Notice 
‘that God gives such a delusion, 
such a blindness and reprobate 
mind only to such people “because 
they received not the love of the 
truth” (II Thess. 2:10), and be- 
cause “they did not like to re- 
tain: God in their knowledge” 
(Rom. 1:28). People’s heads get 
wrong because their hearts are 
wrong. It was revealed to Peter’s 
mind that Jesus was the Christ, 
the Son of the living God, be- 
cause his heart was seeking to 
please God.

It insinuates 
that God is asking of us more than He ought, and we are 
generously doing our best to oblige Him; or else that what He 
has to say is so like a falsehood that we shall require a deal 
of explanation before we can accept it. Ask your own brother 
how he would like to hear you say to him, “I will try to be- 

lieve you.” You use no earthly friend in a manner so insulting. 

Canon Hoare met with a man who said he was trying to 
believe, and he pictured him as lying at the bottom of a deep 
pit: The Lord Jesus was at the top, and the man was trying 


to climb up to Him. “You will never reach Him,

canon. Month after month the man was still trying, but he 
had come no further; and he would never have come further 
if he had not altered his method, and just trusted Jesus to 
lift him out from where he was. If this man could have climb- 
ed to Christ by his own trying, he would have been out of 
the pit and needed no Saviour. We set Jesus aside when we 
think of doing anything in our own strength; ay, even when 
we talk of trying to: believe in him. True faith comes by a 
conviction of the truth, and not by an effort of the will:

gypsy man praying, and he is not 
praying for me to hear him, for he 
does not know I am here; he is 
not praying for other people to 
hear, for he does not know that 
anybody can hear him. Here is a 
gypsy man praying. How is it? I 
was brought up in a Sunday 
School, my mother was a good 
woman, I came from a Christian 
home, and I am a mother and 
never pray for my children.” The 


arrow of conviction pierced her 
soul, and she went home with it 
sticking there, and it did not come 
out easily, For some time she said 
nothing about it, she kept quiet, 
but she suffered something of the 
agony that David must have felt 
when he said, “While I kept si- 
lence my bones’ waxed old... for 
day and night Thy hand was heavy 
upon me.

And father said, “Of 
course I will,” and away he went, 
and when he got there he found 
the poor woman crying for mercy. 
Tt was not long before the plan 
of salvation had been pointed out 
to her and she was rejoicing in 
Christ. She had met the condition, 
and her burden had rolled away. 
Her tears had become telescopes 
through which she could see Je- 
sus. Presently the doctor came 
with the husband. 

She looked up at the doctor 
and she said, “Doctor, I have 
found Him, I have found Him!”

The second is this, that there 
is a tremendous difference be- 
tween thronging Jesus and touch- 
ing Jesus. There were six hundred 
thousand people left Egypt for 
the promised land who never 
reached it. Two men out of the 
crowd reached it. They were 
touchers, the others were throng- 
ers; the others bleached their 
bones in the wilderness. There 
were many people at the Pool of 
Bethesda, ‘but it was the one that 
stepped in first after the troubling 
of the water that was made whole; 
the others were throngers, Here 
is a multitude of people at this 
very moment crowding Jesus, 
speculating about Jesus, excited 
about Him, criticizing Him,  el- 
bowing Him, but one woman 
touched Him, and that made all 
the difference. 


Which are you? Have you 
touched Him, or are you a throng- 
er? Some of you throng Him on 
Sundays, you throng Him in the 
Sunday School or church, And 
you throng Him at missions, and 
you have been doing it, some of 
you, till your hairs are gray. In 
the name of God I tell you—and 
I tell you to startle you, I tell 
you to awaken you—in God’s 
name I tell you, church-goer, you 
are a thronger; you have never 
touched Him yet, multitudes of 
you. If you had, your life would 
be different, for whatever Jesus 
touches is glorified. 


Which are you now? You know 
deep in your heart. Don’t make 
any excuse, don’t shuffle; don’t, 
I beseech you, get away from the 
main issue. Have you come into 
living, vital, saving contact with 
the Son of God? Because you will 
know if you have. I don’t believe 
that doctrine which says you can 
be a Christian without knowing 
it. I believe that is a sop from 
Hell to soothe your conscience into 
saying ‘‘Peace’”’ where there is no 
peace. You cannot be awake with- 
out knowing it; you cannot eat 
your dinner without knowing it; 
you cannot go to church without 
knowing it; and you must not 
tell me that a man can be born 
again and made a new creature, 
have his chains broken, his night 
turned into day and his blindness 
to sight, his Hell into Heaven, 
and not know it. 


Listen. This woman knew; so 
will you when you have touched 
Him. This is one of the surest 
things in God’s world, for a man 
that can look up into the face 
of Jesus, and say by faith, “Thou 
art my Saviour,” has in _ his 
soul the joy that will some day 
make Heaven pulsate with halle- 
lujahs; the man that could look 
up into the face of Jesus and say, 
“Thou art my light and my song, 
my sins are put away, my chains 
are broken, my Lord and my God,” 
is sitting in the twilight of the 
coming glory. If he is not in Hea- 
ven, he is in the anteroom, and he 
is as safe as though he had been 
there a thousand years, For when 
God gets hold of a man He does 
not let go His grip. The Lord 
God Almighty take hold of you! 


Have you touched Him? Do you 
know this? I am not asking what 
else you know—are you sure about 
this thing? Blessed assurance! Re- 
ligious certainty is the certainty 
of religion. It is the ground, the 
bedrock, the indestructible rock 
beneath a man’s feet upon which 
he can stand and say to the world, 
“Rage on, toss on, howl on, ye 
storms, and peal, ye thunders, and 
flash, ye lightnings, and break up, 
O ribs of nature, but it will be 
but the rocking of an infant’s 
cradle as it lulls me to rest in 
the arms of Him who saves me, 
and keeps me by His grace.”’ Have 
you got it? “Blessed assurance, 
Jesus is mine!”’ Do you know it? 


Are you sure of it? Because that 
is what He calls you to. 


You say, “Are you not forcing 
something that is not in the sto- 
ry?” No, it is all here. The woman 
came in the crowd behind, and 
I can hear her as she comes limp- 
ing, stooping, catching her breath, 
hardly voice enough to speak out 
loud, saying in a_ whisper, but 
saying it, “If I can only touch 
the hem of His garment I shall be 
healed”; as much as to say, 
“There is power enough in the 
threads of His coat to save an old 
woman.” That is the faith that 
conquered Deity. “Only let me get 
to Him, and I shall be a new wom- 
an.” Listen. She knew she was 
not healed, yet she says, “I shall 
be.” and she touched, and what 
followed? She was made whole. 
The next verse says, “And Jesus, 
knowing in Himself that power 
had gone out of Him, turnéd in 
the crowd.” What does that teach? 
This, my brother, this old-fash- 
ioned, despised doctrine, but it 
is going to have a resurrection in 
all the churches in England, this 

His Spirit answers to my spirit, 
and tells me I am born of God. 
That is the doctrine. It is no new 
story. Jesus knew, and the wom- 
an knew: and Jesus will know and 
you will know, when you plough 
your way through the crowd— 
whatever the crowd may be for 
you—and insist on touching Him. 

Have you touched Him? I know 
you are a member of the church, 
but have you touched Jesus? I 
know you are a professor, but are 
you a possessor? Can you say— 


Life immortal, Heaven descending, 
Lo, my heart the Spirit’s shrine, 
God and man in oneness blending, 
Oh! what fellowship divine! 
Full salvation, 

Raised in Christ to life divine. 
Amazing grace, ’tis Heaven below 
To feel the blood applied, 
And Jesus, only Jesus, know, 

My Jesus crucified? 


Is that your experience?—for that 
is what He calls you to, to put 
your feet on the neck of your foe, 
and to bound with gladness. Have 
you touched Him? If not, get a 
little closer now. 


Now Confess Him Openly 
and Have Peace 


And if you have touched Him, 
that leads me to the next thing. 
If you have touched Him you must 
confess Him. There is no such 
thing as getting healed and then 
being ashamed of the doctor. The 
man who is ashamed of the doctor 
is not worth healing. But there is 
no such thing as being a smuggler 
here; there is no such thing as 
playing hide-and-seek here. You 
must confess Him; He will see to 
that. If you are to get all He 
wants you to have, He will see 
you meet the conditicns. She be- 
gan in the crowd behind, she end- 
ed up on her knees in front of 
Him, where all grateful souls end. 
He said, ““‘Where is she that touch- 
ed Me?” and He looked round 
about to see her that had done 
this thing; and mark, He turned 
round, and when He turned round 
she was there. Don’t you see, it 
was not as difficult as she thought.

He will see that vou 
get a place right in front of Him, 
if you-only make up your mind to 
struggle.

you say, “what can I 


do?”’ What could she do? She 
would: not have been healed, she 
was not healed, without an effort, 
and you will never be saved with- 
out an effort. She seized her op- 
portunity. Will you? Here was the 
Christ passing by. She made Him 
see her. She had only to touch the 
hem of His garment, but there was 
more in that touch than you think. 
The Lord help you to touch Him 
the same way, and you too will 
be made whole, Your night will 
break into lovely dawn, your 
misery into music, your tears will 
be kissed into jewels, your heart- 
ache into soul rapture, your life- 
long agony will end in the joy of 
the presence of the risen Christ. 

Oh, touch Him! Do not throng 
Him longer, It ends all one way— 
it spells failure, it spells loss, it 
spells dgony. But touching means 
life. Oh, how I thank God I have 
touched Him! I do not know as 
much as some of you, but I know 
this, I had not your chance, your 
opportunities, but I got this one— 
I let nobody cheat me out of this 

and I shall never forget how I 
knelt as a gypsy boy and said, 
“O God, I want to love Thee, I 
want to be saved, I want to be 
good, and I will be saved. and I 
will follow Thee.” I do not know 
how, but I touched Him at that 
moment, and He accepted, and He 
touched me.

I am sorry to have your letter 
suggesting that we _ discontinue 
sending THE SWORD OF THE LORD. 

Of course we will stop THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD coming. Every 
man has a right to select his own 
reading, and, of course, to be judg- 
ed by what he chooses to read and 
What he approves or disapproves. 

‘However, it is only fair and 
proper that when a man disagrees 
and says so, his statements should 
be factual and frank. Perhaps, be- 


bodily resurrection; the infallible 
authority and inerrancy of the 
Scriptures in original manuscripts, 
salvation on the merits of the 
atoning death of Christ; Heaven 
and Hell as the eternal abode of 
saved and lost—these doctrines 
constitute the historic Christian 
position, acknowledged by Catholic 
and Protestant, by Baptist and 
Pedobaptist, state church and free 
church. And the reason is very 
simple: these doctrines are not 
matters of interpretation. They 
are so clear and so often stated in 
the Bible, that one either believes 
or disbelieves; that is, one either 
takes a Christian stand or does 
not take a Christian stand. Jesus 
Christ Himself so solemnly af- 
firmed all these doctrines that one 
either believes what Jesus Christ 
said or denies what He said. The 
essentials of the Christian faith, 
which The _ Interpreter’s’ Bible 
deny are not matters of inter- 
pretation, I cannot believe that 
you are so ignorant on this matter 
as your language would indicate. 
And it makes me very sad indeed. 


And for you to say that Jesus 
Christ is on your side of this 
matter, and.that He favored the 
unbelievers and denounced those 
who defend the faith is not only 
preposterous, but the claim is 
wholly unworthy of any honest 
man with any training at all. You 
say on this matter that “Paul was 
much more humble (than Sum- 
ner), he said ‘for now we see as 
through a mirror darkly .. .” 
But Paul did not refer to the 
Scriptures being darkened or in- 
adequate, and if you know any- 
thing at all about Paul’s position 
in the Scriptures, you know that 
he commanded, “But though we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach 
any other gospel unto you than 
that which we have preached un- 


to you, let him be accursed” (Gal. | 


1:8). Paul was not indefinite, and 
he did not have the false humility 
vou ascribe to him in this matter 
of defense of the faith.

ful cataclysm and at the end of 
the tribulation ascend to Heaven 
and descend to earth again ali 
at once and the same moment? 
In this message I will merely 
state, without stopping to prove it, 
that the great majority of Bi- 
ble teachers believe the church will 
be raptured before the tribula- 
tion, That does not settle anything 
but it surely deserves consider- 
ation. Several eminent men who 
once believed in pretribulation rap- 
ture later discarded their belief 
and embraced post-tribulation rap- 
ture. These, however, are a very 
small group compared with the 
great majority of Bible teachers 
and preachers who after carefu! 
and diligent study of the prophe- 
cies, scrutinizing every detail, and 
catechizing every statement, are 
convinced that pretribulation rap- 
ture is the only key that will un- 
lock the mysteries of prophecy.

They seldom 
preach on “that blessed hope.” 
They scarcely ever mention the 
Lord’s coming as an incentive to 
service and holiness on the part of 
Christians, and as an urgent rea- 
son for immediate repentance by 
the unsaved. I doubt if the truth 
would seal anyone’s lips. A wrong 
interpretation might, the truth— 
never. The right answer will pro- 
duce clarity, not confusion,

One could not pos- 
sibly misrepresent Paul further 
than that. People who deny every 
essential that Paul preached and 
wrote by divine inspiration do not 
earn the respect of decent, honest 
men when they pretend that their 
unbelief is the same attitude as 
that of Paul’s.

as Alexander Reese does, in a book 
much followed by those misled 
here, that “the last day” in Scrip- 
ture is “the last day of this pre- 
sent evil age, the first of the age 
to come” is a statement easy to 
disprove, yet much of the argu- 
ment in his book is built on 
that wrong premise. What about 
Luke 21:26, where Jesus speaks 
of the end time as “the days of 
the Son of man.” The word “days”’ 
here is absolutely decisive. Jesus 
would come, we are told “to pro- 
claim the acceptable year of the 
Lord, and the day of vengeance 
of our God.” To insist that this 
is a 24-hour day means that the 
“vear” is a calendar year! The 
Thessalonians believed they were 
in the Great Tribulation and that 
the day of the Lord had set in, 
or was already begun. How then 
could it be a 24-hour day? They 
believed the day of the Lord was 
a period of time, not a single day, 
and that they were living in that 
period. It is as clear as sunlight 
that the day in question is a peri 
of time, and not one literal day. 
Within this period called “the 
time of the end,” “the end of 
the age,” “the day of the Lord,” 
“the days of the Son of man,” 
“the revelation of Jesus Christ,” 
and similar phrases, there are, we 
believe, two different stages of 
Christ’s second coming. The first 
stage is His coming in the air, the 
second is His coming to the earth, 
but it. is all His second coming. 
Dr. Henry Frost on page 145 of 
his book on Matthew 24 writes: 
“While the second and future 
coming of the Lord is divided into 


two parts, the coming for the 
saints (2 Thess. 2:1; 1 Thess. 4:- 
13-17) and the coming with them 


(1 Thess. 3:13; 2 Thess. 1:10), it 
is not to be concluded that a 
long period of time is divinely 
set between these portions, for 
if it were, there would be two 
future comings instead of one.” 

I find this argument in all I 
read against pretribulation rap- 
ture. Dr. Frost’s statement con- 
tains a very frank admission but 
also an unjustified conclusion. He 
recognizes an interval between the 
two parts of the coming, but in- 
sists that they must be continuous 
or there would be two comings. 

I would ask this simple ques- 
tion of any Sworp reader, since 
the Bible states that Christ at 
His first coming came out of 
Bethlehem, and also that He came 
out of Egypt, does that make His 
coming two first comings? How 
anyone can fail to see that the 
coming of the Lord embraces a 
number of events, all of which 
are connected with, and are part 
of His coming, is a mystery to 
me. The tribulation judgments 
cover a period of years, and the 
Book that describes those judg- 
ments is called ““The Revelation of 
Jesus Christ.” How clear that this 
time of unveiling is a period, as 
well as, on other occasions, it is 
a point of time.

Look now at the Bible descrip-

Jeremiah says, “Alas! for that 
day is great, so that none is like 
it: it is even the time of Jacob’s 
trouble” (Jer.

The nations shall see and be con- 
founded at all their might....

earth: they shall be afraid of the 
Lord our God” (Mic. 7:15-17). Here 
is a clear statement that God will 
repeat the plagues of Egypt in the 
coming tribulation, This corrobor- 
ates the Book of Revelation and 
proves bey dispute that the 
judgment plagues of Revelation 
are literal plagues. 

Daniel calls it “a time of trou- 
ble, such as never was since there 
was a nation” (Dan. 12:1). 

Christ amplifies Daniel’s state- 
ment and says, “For then shall 
be great tribulation, such as was 
not since the beginning of the 
world to this time, no, nor ever 
shall be. And except those days 
should be shortened, there should 
no flesh be saved” (Matt. 24:21, 
22). Jesus here states that the un- 
paralléled sorrow and anguish, 
plagues and convulsions of nature, 
judgments from above and be- 
neath, will so deluge the nations 
that unless God in mercy had 
shortened the period of wrath the 
entire human race would be ex- 
terminated. It is right there in 
Scripture before us, and to be be- 
lieved, not to be explained away. 

But God’s most detailed descrip- 
tion jof the tribulation is in the 
Book of the Revelation. There we 
are told that the Devil will be 
on earth incarnate in an evil per- 
sonality, the Antichrist. This in- 
famous person will be supreme on 
earth, having power over all flesh 
(ch. 13:7). Red waves of war will 
deluge the nations (probably atom- 
ic war, ch. 6:4). The only preach- 
ing, specifically mentioned during 
this period will be by two witnes- 


ses clothed with supernatural pow- 


er, and an angel of God flying 
over the earth calling on men to 
repent (chs. 11 and 14). Every be- 
liever who does not worship the 
Antichrist will be slain, unless 
supernaturally preserved. It is the 
time of God’s wrath upon unbeliev- 
ing men living on the earth. The 
seal judgments, the trumpet judg- 
ments, and the vial judgments are 
all called the wrath of God. It is 
of paramount importance to our 
subject to note this (chs. 6:17, 11:~ 
18, 15:1). 

Mark particularly, there are be- 
lievers on earth during this period, 
for God never leaves Himself with- 


out a witness, but they are not 
called the church. The church or 
churches are mentioned nineteen 
times in the first three chapters, 
but from then onward to the end 
of the tribulation in chapter 19 
the churches or the church are 
never mentioned. How §signifi- 
cant! : 


I have taken much space to 
present the Scriptures on the 
Great Tribulation. because the 
whole answer to our question lies 
here. Imagine Alexander Reese 
lightly dismissing this awful cata- 
clysm when millions will die in the 
judgments of God as “the trials 
and tribulations of the last days.” 
You see, if Mr. Reese were right 
he would not have to belittle the 
solemn words of Scripture in order 
to prove his position. IF WE FAIL 
TO APPREHEND THE MEAN- 
ING OF THE TRIBULATION, 
THEN WE SHALL FAIL TO SEE 
THE NECESSITY FOR PRETRI- 
BULATION RAPTURE. 


But No Scripture Plainly Says 
the Church Will Go Through 
the Tribulation 


If the church is on earth during 
the tribulation then the last few 
years of her earthly sojourn will 
see her under the power, and 
given into the hands of the mer- 
ciless Antichrist. Think of it! Mil- 
lions of Christians the world over 
given into the hands for martyr- 
dom, so that the church of the 
last days will wade to Heaven 
through a sea of her own blood. 
It may be so, but I will say here 
and now that if it is so, then we 
may be absolutely certain that 
God in His Word will have much 
to say to the church, and in very 
clear language, preparing her for 
such a unique and universal dis- 
aster. 


And that leads me to the heart 
of this discussion. Where, I ask, 


in all the Bible, is there one 
plain passage that tells us in 
clear, unmistakable language that 
the church will be in the Great 
Tribulation? Certainly if the 
church is in it, the Bible will plain- 
tly say so. Where is there one 
such passage? Even one? I can 


Scriptures from beginning to end 
and I have never found one. And 
I think I can say truthfully that 
in all the books I have read against 
pretribulation rapture I have 
never seen quoted one clear, un- 
equivocal Bible statement that told 
us in simple language that the 
church would be on earth during 
this awful time of God’s wrath. 
Plenty of inference? Yes. Certain 
“saints” will be martyred? Yes. 
Difficulties connected with pretrib- 
ulation rapture? Yes, I honestly 
admit it, just as there seems to he 
difficulties connected with several 
other Bible truths. But that is all 
I have found, I have yet to see 
one positive Bible statement that 
declares the church will be on 
earth during the Great Tribula- 
tion. 

Now does that sound too strong 
a statement to make? If so, I 
will ask our Sworp readers to 
consider the following meaningful 
fact: A post-tribulation writer con- 
cludes his recent book with this 
honest admission, “With the ex- 
ception of one passage, the au- 
thor will grant that the Scripture 
nowhere explicitly states that the 
church will go through the Great 
Tribulation.” The passage in ques- 
tion (Rev. 20:4), as I understand 
it, certainly does not explicitly put 
the church in the tribulation, yet 
apart from that debatable passage 
this able writer knows no other 
passage that does. 

Now is that without signifi- 
cance? What clear prophecy fore- 
tells such an overwhelming catas- 
trophe befalling the church of 
Christ as to be deluged with the 
wrath of God? Scripture tells us 
there will be trials and persecu- 
tion of Christians all during this 
age. Concerning such trials cer- 
tain believers rejoiced that they 
were “counted worthy to suffer,” 
but this overwhelming calamity 
of world judgment is so essential- 
ly different from ordinary trials, 
that far from counting ourselves 
“worthy to suffer,” Jesus told us 
earnestly to pray that we might 
be “actounted worthy to escape” 
it.

earth before the Great Tribula- 
tion? There are several. And in 
addition there are several passages 
corroborative, if not so compelling, 
which taken together, teach pre- 
tribulation rapture. 


Take Luke 21:35, 36, a prophecy 
given to the church. Here our 
Lord is describing the Great Tribu- 
lation as comparison with Matthew 
24 proves. Jesus says, “For as a 
snare shall it come on all them 
that dwell on the face of the whole 
earth. Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always, that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all these 
things that shall come to pass, and 
to stand before the Son of man.” 
The meaning is clear as crystal: 
the tribulation will fall on the god- 
less world with the suddenness of 
the closing of a trap. What about 
the church? The true believers 
will be “accounted worthy to es- 
cape all these things.’ Note, not 
half of these things of judgment, 
but “worthy to escape all.” 


The word “escape” here has but 
one meaning. It does not mean 
“worthy to be preserved in” as 
post-tribulation writers labor to 
explain. The tribulation saints do 
not escape. They are “overcome” 
by the beast (Rev. 13:7); they are 
“given into his hand” (Dan. 7:25). 
Our next passage is Revelation 
3:10—“Because thou hast kept the 
word of my patience, I also will 
keep thee from the hour of temp- 
tation, which shall come upon all 
the world, to try them that dwell 
upon the earth.” Here is a definite 
promise unto the faithful in the 
churches that they will be kept 
from the hour or period of trib- 
ulation. Page after page has been 
written to explain away “keep 
thee from,” and to make it mean 
“keep thee in.” Why do so? The 
Holy Spirit directed the use of 
the Greek preposition “ek” not 
“en.” Why seek to vitiate this 
clear promise? 

In Revelation 19:7, at the close 
of the tribulation, we have the 
first mention of the church (as 
the Bride) since the tribulation 
judgments began in chapter 6 and 
she is shown to have been in Hea- 
ven during this time of God’s 
wrath. “And I heard as it were

After describing the rapture in 
I Thessalonians 4:13-18 Paul ex- 
plains in chapter 5:9 the why of 
the rapture. He says, “For God 
hath not appointed us to wrath.” 


Of course He hasn’t. Why would 


He? The wrath here, as the con- 
text shows, is the wrath of the 
tribulation, or “the day of the 
Lord” as it is frequently called. 
And how is the church to be sav- 
ed from this period of wrath? 
He has already told them but 
now repeats it. The church will- 
experience salvation from the 
wrath of the tribulation by being 
raptured to Heaven. The church 
will “obtain salvation by our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Who died for us, 
that, whether we wake or sleep 
‘at that time of wrath], we should 
live together with him.” We shall 
be caught up, both the living and 
dead believers, into Heaven and 
so escape the outpoured wrath. 


Take also the promise in my 
text, “And if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you unto myself, that 
where I am, there ye may be also.” 
This description of the rapture 
as an event complete in itself 
agrees exactly with Paul’s de- 
scription of the rapture in I Thes- 
salonians 4. Both descriptions show 
that the rapture not only brings 
the church to Heaven—it leaves 
her there, at least for a period. 
In no passage describing the rap- 
ture does it ever speak of an im- 
mediate descent to earth again. 


When we turn to the types of 
Scripture we have the same con- 
sistent answer, Before God poured 
the judgment of the flood upon an 
ungodly world in Noah’s day, He 
first placed the believers in the 
ark. Then, and not until then, did 
the judgment fall, The believers 
remained in the prepared plac® 
“lift up above the earth” until 
the period of judgment was over. 
How clear! Before God rained fire 
on Sodom, He first, by supernatur- 
al agency, removed the believers 
from the doomed city, a predic- 
tion in type of the removal of 
the church before the fiery judg- 
ments of the tribulation begin. 


Christ’s Return 

We might approach the question 
from another angle. Suppose the 
church goes through the tribula- 
tion; then, we shall know the 
exact date of Christ’s coming! The 
latter half of the tribulation is 
three and a half years, 42 months, 
1,260 days. All one would need to 
do is count 1,260 days from the 
breaking of the covenant between 
Israel and the Antichrist and he 
would have the exact day of 
Christ’s coming. Will my readers 
believe that some post-tribulation-

Not THIS YEAR’S SUNDAY SCHOOL 
LESSONS, BUT FULL OF UNDATED HELP 
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are, in a large measure, only con- 
forming to the pattern set for 
them by a modernistic society. 
Modernism and its many evils has 
asserted itself like an ugly mon- 
sten in virtually every phase of 
our’ national life. We have seen 
it in art when real talent has been 
laid aside and the finger-smearing, 
brush-dripping - atrocities called 
“modern art’ have been exalted, 
praised, and brought to a position 
of fame and recognition, 


In the field of education, the 
experimental theories of John 
Dewey have all but wrecked our 
educational systems. Young people 
and kids have been told to do as 
they please and let society be 
damned! School teachers have 
long since lost their apprehen- 
sions over apples with worms in 
view of the increasing tendency of 
parents to sue any faculty mem- 
ber in the local grade school who 
dares to administer discipline to 
misbehaving brats. 


Modernism in music has ad- 
vanced nowhere as rapidly as in 
America. Musicians must. still 
have genuine talents in most coun- 
tries of the world to make a living, 
gain an audience and achieve re- 
cognition in their field. Not so in 
the good old U. S, A.! It seems 
that the more completely insane 
and ridiculous a musician can be- 
come the greater his chance at 
success. The Elvis Presley fad 
proves this point emphatically! 
Who can deny that the mental 
level of most popular songs these 
days could hardly surpass the 
intelligence of-a high-grade mor- 
on? Thank God for the fact that 
most popular songs don’t stay 
popular too long! 


“You <Ain’t Nothing But a 
Hound-Dog!,” which is one of Mr. 
Presley’s most popular’ tunes, 
frankly leaves me cold. And I 
hardly think I could be classified 
as a “square,” for those who know 
me personally know that I love 
young people, am definitely not 
the staid, straight-laced type at 
all, and have a great host of 
friends among young people wher- 
ever I have pastored churches or 
preached in revival meetings. This 
hit number is a classic example 
of what modernism has done to 
the cultural life of America. 

In the realm of religion, mod- 
ernism has made an even more 
deadlier impact. From pulpit and 
classroom young people have been 
told that the Bible is not the in- 
fallible Word of God and that 
there is no authority in religion 
but human experience and ex- 
pediency. We have been taught for 
ever a generation now, that it is 
wrong and a mark of mental 
weakness to show any emotional 
expression in religion. Polar Bear 
preachers have led iceberg congre- 
gations into believing that formal- 
ity and religious ritual are the 


essential ingredients for a_ suc- 
cessful Sunday morning worship 
service. Church members have 
been inoculated against an emo- 
tional appeal of any kind and re- 
quested to save their tears and 
exultations of joy for release at 
the next movie or athletic event. 
In view of the wretched spiritual 
conditions under which most of 
these young people have been rear- 
ed, how can we blame them en- 
tirely for letting off emotional 
steam when Presley starts his 
“bump and grind” burlesque rou- 
tine? They are emotional beings 
and are going to find an outlet 
somewhere! 


What then, basically, is respon- 
sible for the current Elvis Presley 
rage that is sweeping the country? 
I, personally, believe that. the 
words of our text contain the sole 
explanation for it all. The Apostle 
John, by Divine inspiration, de- 
mands that those who name the 
name of Jesus Christ must not be 
guilty of loving the present world- 
ly system or anything on which 
it is based. If someone cares to 
take issue on this viewpoint, he 
simply reminds them “that if any 
man love the world, the love of 
the Father is not in him.” It 
makes no difference how much of 
a Christian a person may esteem 
himself to be, the Bible clearly 
teaches that one cannot love the 
world and the Father at the same 
time.

as their personal Saviour, the Holy 
Spirit gives them the spiritual 
bath of regeneration. Those who 
have been washed or bathed in the 
blood of Jesus Christ have new 
spiritual natures; consequently, 
“.. old things have passed away; 
behold, all things are become new.” 
Nothing less than the transform- 
ing power of Jesus Christ can 
cause a sinner to no longer care 
for the things of this old ‘sin- 
cursed world. Frankly, I have no 
confidence in this modern-day ver- 
sion of Christianity which seeks to 
“save” men IN their sins rather 
than save them FROM their sins. 
My Bible teaches me plainly that 
Mary was instructed to name the 
Son of God “. . . JESUS, for he 
shall save his people from their 
sins.” In the seventeenth chapter 
of John’s Gospel, Christ said plain- 
ly that our citizenship changes 
when we become a Christian. 
Notice the words of our Lord in 
verse 16: 


“They are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world.” 

Now, notice with me please, the 
next verse in our text, I John 2, 
verse 16. Here is the key to the 
message tonight, and it may well 
be the key to your own heart if 
you are present and have never

of illustration, We read in Mat- 
thew, chapter 4, beginning with 
verse 1: 


“Then was Jesus led wp of the 
spirit into the wilderness to be 
tempted of the devil. And when he 
had fasted forty days and forty 
nights, he was afterward an 
hungred. And when the tempter 
came to him, he said, If thou be 
the Son of God, command that 
these stones be made bread. But 
he answered and said, It is writ- 
ten, Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 


It was not wrong for Jesus to 
be hungry after not eating for 
such a long period of time; how- 
ever, it would have been wrong 
for Him to have put His own 
physical welfare ahead of the 
spiritual purpose for which He 
had fasted and. prayed. 

Hunger is a basic elemental 
need of the human body. But 
when that need becomes primary 
and is given first consideration 
in a man’s life ahead of his spirit- 
ual needs, then that man commits 
sin. Christ commanded in Matthew 
6:33, “But seek ye first the king- 
dom of God, and his righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall 
be added unto you.” Believe me 
when I tell you that the flesh has 
more than just one type of “hun- 
ger” or yearning! In the heart of 
every young person who is normal 
and natural for his years is a de- 
sire for adventure, thrills, and the 
opportunity to acquire some of 
the material possessions available 
in this life. These teenagers who 
react so hysterically to Presley’s 
performances are, for the most 
part, I believe, sincere in their 
search for something in life to 
satisfy this human hunger of the 
heart. The forces of this world 
are constantly appealing to the 
appetites of the flesh and seek to 
convince young people that what it 
has to offer can truly satisfy. A 
certain brand of cigarettes, for 
instance, advertises their particu- 
lar brand as being “.... the ciga- 
rette that satisfies!” They could 
not afford to tell the truth and 
let these kids know that cigarettes 
do not satisfy anything but actual- 
ly enslave a person to a vicious 
habit that is detrimental to both 
body and morals! 


How I wish it were possible for 
me to let every young person in 
this great nation of ours know the 
genuine peace and permanent sat-

One of the most remarkable 
facts about this passage of Scrip- 
ture is that it tells us pointedly 
what are the basic sins of this 
entire worldly system! And be- 
loved, let me further substantiate 
this analysis by reminding you 
that these are the same three ave- 
nues of temptation used by the 
Devil in his efforts to get Jesus 
to sin during the wilderness temp- 
tation that lasted for forty days! 
Old Satan knows our make-up bet- 
ter than we do ourselves. He 
literally “threw the book” at Je- 
sus, trying desperately to tempt 
Him into sin. All the sins of life 
ean be traced back to one of 
these three approaches to the hu- 
man heart. It is on these three 


to this basic avenue of spiritual 
temptation to sin against God! 


I am glad that you want to get 
the most out of life.

God’s Word declares, “I 
have no pleasure in the death of 
him that dieth” (Ezek. 18:23, 32). 
And He “would have all men to be 
saved” (I Tim. 2:4). 

But the God of all grace has 
reserved Himself the right to 
make the terms by which we may 
pass from death to life. These 
terms are fixed on the righteous 
basis of redemption by blood (Heb. 
9:22). 

If you were the only sinner on 
earth no less a sacrifice than the 
Son of God Himself could pur- 
chase ,your redemption from eter- 
nal death (I Pet. 1:18, 19). 

Will you make the change? 
Hear His loving appeal: “Look un- 
to me and be ye saved, all the ends 
of the earth” (Isa.
